House was destroyed by tire last 
Friday night. 
Harrigan's 
ware- 


house, some distance uoi'Lli on the. 
Lake Shore track, was consumed in 
a similar manner within :! hours 
after the (irsf. blaze was out. The 
close proximity of the two as to 
time ami the fact that both are 
isolated from any light, or heating 
apparatus, makes the theory of in- 
cendiarism very 
plausible. 
Both 


warehouses were frame structures 
and contained a largo amount of 
hay, together with n quantity of 
other supplies. The total loss foots 
up about S3,P>00, on which there was 
only a small amount of insurance, 
Harrigan carrying a small line on 
his building and cement. Spafford & 
Cole had no insurance. The tire-bug, 
if it was the work of such iv moral 
monstrosity, was undoubtedly actu- 
ated by nothing more than pure, 
unadulterated cussedness. There are 
unfortunately, people yet alive in the 
world, who are instilled with a 
desire to destroy property, simply to 
see llii' effects. Such an individual 
doubtless got in his work Friday 
nighl.

alarm, find the lirst live minutes at 
such ;i time is worth five hours after 
the flinneH gel under headway.
